C. Jenkin, instructed by 
Messrs. Hasting, Denny and 
Bowley, are appearing for the 
plaintiff and the first defendant Is 
represented by Myr, Cc CG 
Alabaster, K.C., instructed by 
Messrs. D’Almada and Mason. 
Assigned to Himself 

Plaintiff in his evidence in chief 
stated that he.was- a merchant 
and a Justice of the Pence in 
Hong Kong. He made an assign- 
ment of the property in question 
to himself, under the name of Li 
Kan, and to his aon Li Nga-ching. 
He did not, however, intend to 
confer any beneficial interests 
upon his son, and the latter was 
not made aware of the execution 
of the assignment. Some time 
‘Inter, the aon discovered that such 
an assignment was made, and 
plaintiff now found that the pro- 
perty had been, or purported. to 
have been mortgaged to the first 
defendant. His son’s whereabouts 
were unknown. 8

the assignment he acknowledged 
the receipt of $16,000 in conaidera- 
tion of such assignment, he had 
in fact never recelved any money.

American Stowaway 
Ready to Pay Fine 


THE COURTS CUSTOM 

“Well, Iam going to pay m;' fine, 
and get free” said John Baker, a 
young citizen of U.S.A. when at 
the Kowloon Magistracy this morn- 
ing he was fined $50 or, in default 
one month’s imprisonment, for 
stowing away from Shanghai to 
this port on the M.M. Chenon- 
ceaux, on March 24. > 

Det.-Sergt. Kellet, of the Water 
Police, stated that the defendant, 
gave himself up, after four hours' 
sailing from Shanghai. He had 
$80 (gold) in travellers’ cheques 
concealed in hia socks. 

“Baker, after he had been fined, 
said that he did not fully under- 
stand the whole thing. He was un- 
willing to pay either for first or 
second class passage but was will- 
ing to pay. for third class which 
wag £2 for storage. 

His Worship said that. what the 
defendant did do was tantamount 
to’ fraud, because he evaded pay- 
ment for his passage. 

The defendant remarked that he was 
willing to pay the Company what he 
ought to have paid. : 

His Worship pointed out that he 
need not pay the shipping people any 
money at all, but pay his fine, which 
was 50 or go to prison for one month. 

His Worship pointed out also that it 
had never been his practice to let a 
stowaway go out of the dock by just 
agreeitig to pay what he should have 
paid prior to travelling on a ship. He 
invariably fined them $50, with the 
alternative of one month's jail.

FIRST LORD OF ADMIRALTY 
~ DEPRECATES PESSIMISM 


GENUINE DESIRE FOR PEACE 
London, Yesterday. 
Mr. A. V. Alexander, First Lord 
of the Admiralty, in a specch in 
London alluding to “the critical 
stage” of the Naval Conference, 
deprecated pessimism because, far 
from failure, there was every in- 
dication of substantial progress 
likely to be made in certain direc- 
tions, and the Prime Minister was 
doing his utmost to secure a Five 
Power agreement,. Every country 
represented at the conference re- 
coynised the genuine British desire 
to help and, in the face of a solemn 
declaration renouncing war, it was 
inconceivable, that the delegates 
who came to London for the express 
purpose should be unable to reach 
agreement.—Reuter. 
Difficulties’ Examined 
Rugby, Yesterday, 
The ° difficulties confronting the 
London Naval Conference were fur- 
ther examined this morning at a 
meeting between the British and the 
United States delegations, and this 
evening the Prime Minister had a 
Jong conversation with the chief 
Italian delegate, Signor Grandi, at 
the House of Commons.

GENERAL KOUTIEPOFF SAID TO 
HAVE BEEN SPIRITED AWAY 


FRENCH IMPLICATED? | 


j Paris,’ Yesterday. 

General Koutiepoff is at present in 
Lubfanskaia Prison, Moscow, according 
to the newspaper La Libertie, which 
declares that he embarked at a spot on 
the French coaat near Houlgate and 
was spirited to Russia in conformity 
with the Soviet’s intention to arraign 
Koutlepoff. Some of his. co-adjutors 
object to proving that the French Gov- 
ernment. was implicated in the antit- 
Soviet conspiracy.—Reuter. 


{The theory that General Koutiepolf 
has been kidnapped is supported by 
a policeman named Chauveou, who 
did not report the matter before be- 
cause he does not “read the news- 
papers.” He avers that on the day 
of Koutiepoff’s disappearance he saw 
a motor car near the latter’s home, 
and two men, one of whom was wear- 
ing a policeman’s uniform, holding 
down a struggling, bearded man in 
the back seat. The fact that a nolice- 
man was present disarmed

Theorists Confounded 

Referring to a motion demanding 
annual extensive reductions in. the 
Army, Mr. Shaw said that the 
Prime Minister had specifically de- 
clared that this country stood for 
a reduction of armaments by agree- 
ment. It was the method also of 
the League of Nations. It was as- 
sumed by some theorists and specu- 
lative philosophers that if we re- 
duced considerably and consiatent- 
ly without regard to other nations 
we should help along general dis- 
armament. Unfortunately the 
facts confounded the theorists. 
The Government, while not merely 
willing to'take part, in an agree- 
ment for international disarma- 
ment, but to’ take a leading part, 
was, not prepared at the present 
moment to go further in unilateral 
action, It ‘seemed to him if one 
thing had become clearer than an- 
other since: the War, it was that 
both economically and politically, 
whether we liked it or not, we were 
hound to the international syatem.

Reviewed 


CURRENCY PROBLEMS 

The annual report of the General 
Chamber of Commerce states: . 

In presenting its report for 1929, 
the Committee desires to mention 
that the printed’ record is by no 
means a full account of the work 
done during the year. Questions in 
connection with draft and counter- 
draft Commercial Treaties between 
Great Britain and China, and other 
confidential matters, have occupied 
much attention, but a stage has not 
yet been reached at whith a public 
statement can be made. 

Currency problema, and the fall In 
the price of silver, with its effect 
upon the value of the ailver dollar, 
have been the principal anxiety of 
the business community in Hong 
Kong and the Far East for some 
months. The proceas of adjustment 
to changed, and everchanging, con- 
ditions is painful, and the Commit- 
tee has small comfort to offer. 
Export trade, which—at least— 
should eventually: benefit by the ex- 
ceptionally low exchange, is handi- 
capped by disturbed conditions in 
South China Provinces. Certain 
staple articles of export have not 
been available for several weeks at 
a time, exporters obtaining force 
majeure certificates in respect of 
contracts from the middle of Novem- 
ber onwards, Apparently only peace, 
and a vastly improved standard of 
living in China, as the pr!ncipai 
silver-using country of the world, 
can offer any prospect of permanent 
betterment of present conditions; 
and that, ‘unfortunately, is still a 
distant expectation. .If the slump 
in silver promotes an earlier solu- 
tion of Ohina’s political problems it 
may prove, In the long run, a bleas- 
ing in disguise. 

The general tenor of trade reports 
which various members , of the 
Chamber have been good enough to 
supply, and which are included in 
this volume, is that business in mast 
directions lag been of smaller 
dimensions than usual. It ia satis- 
factory to note that the compilation 
of trade statistics is about to be 
resumed by the Hong Kong Govern- 
ment, so that in future it will be 
possible to follow the trend of trade 
and of competition with something 
Hike precision. 

The Salaries Commission 1929 
- The Government of Hong Kong, 
by letter dated October 80, 1929, 
forwarded for the consideration, of 
the Chamber of Commerce the Re- 
port of the _ Salaries Commission, 
1929, with a request for “any obser- 
vattons or representations which it 
may be desired to make thereon.” 

A Special Committee, consisting 
of the Hon. Mr, W. E. L. Shenton, 
(Chairman), Mr. M. T. Johnson, 
and Mr. A, Ritchie (of Messrs. 
Lowe, Bingham and Matthews, 
Chartered Accountants), was ap- 
pointed to go fully into the subject, 
and’ thelr report was later adopted 
by the General Committee and for- 
warded to the Government as ts 
considered views. Mr, Paul Lauder, 
who was a member of the Commis- 
sion and is a member of the General 
Committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, dissociated himself from this 
decision. The thanks of the Cham- 
ber are due to the members of the 
Spectat Committee for the detailed 
consideration given to this question,

With reference to previous ‘dis: 
cussions ‘as to the practicability. of 
establishing a vehicular ferry ser: 
vice between the Island of Hong 
Kong and Kowloon on the mainland.

“Manner of arrival” or “depar- 
ture” need only be indicated when 
goada enter or leave byrail, road, 
or air.” “Description®, should fol- 
low 3 closely as possible the 
clasaification list which will short- 
ly be published: price 50 cents, 
obtainable at the Statistical 
Office. ‘Weight or measurement” 
should be given according to the 
classifier used in the list for each 
type of goods. “Value” of imports 
should be the cost of goods as 
landed, in Hong Kong dollars: of 
exports, the cost as shipped. 
“Country of origin” means origin 
in present condition, not origin of 
raw material. Where the country 
of origin is ‘unknown, the country 
of shipment should be given.. 
Different classes of goods, or 
cargo by different stenmers, may 
be entered on a single form if de- 
sired, but import and export cargo 
must be kept separate. The com~- 
pleted declarations must reach the 
Statistical Office not more than 7 
days after bills of lading have 
been presented at the shipping 
office (in the case 
or, for exports, after the ship 
carrying the cargo hag left the 
harbour.

GRAVE CHARGE MADE 
AGAINST LAWYER 


MISAPPROPRIATING FUNDS 
ALLEGED 


PRIVATE, PROSECUTION 

A private erlminal prosecution 
charging Mr. N.. A.- Ivanow, a@ 
Russian lawyer, with misappro- 
priation of. funds entrusted to him 
by a client for payment to Messrs. 
Elckhoff and Company, was 
brought by Mr. Dietrich, a Ger- 
man complainant on March 18, in 
the Provisional Court, Shanghai. 
On Mr, Ivanow’s application, 
Judge Chau adjourned the case for 
a fortnight to enable the defendant 
to settle the matter out of court. 

Mr. Ivanow denied the charge 
and Mr. Francis S. Liu, for the 
complainant pointed out, that the 
basis of the prosecution.was a 
receipt for $1,000 signed by Mr. 
Ivanow. Mr. Liu went on to say 
that repeated requests had been 
made to Mr. Ivanow by the com- 
-plainant for the return of the 
money but Mr, Ivanow had in- 
variably temporized, making pro» 
mises which he had never kept. 

The prosecution was brought 
because all other efforts to settle 
the matter amicably’ had proved 
unavailing, Mr. Liu said, adding 
that his client was not in court 
owing to oan important. business 
engagement, ; , 

The complaint filed against Mr. 
Ivanow reads as follows: “Private 
Criminal Prosecution — Dietrich 
versus lvanow. Then under states 
ment of facts: The complainant 
retained the accused to settle dis- 
putes with his varjous creditora. 
On February 4, this year, the com- 
plainant handed to the accused, 


-the aum of $1,000 to be paid over 


to Elckhoff and Company. In 
violation of his client’s, instruc: 
tions, the accused converted the 
The ac- 
cused had made repeated promises 
to refund the money to the com- 
plainant, but such promises have 
never been fulfililed.” 

The accused’s act inthis case 
constitutes ao violation of Article 
867 of the Criminal Code of the 
Chinese Republic which reads: 

“Whoever commits the offence 
specified in section one of the pre- 
-ceding Article, against any pro- 
perty in hia possession by virtue 
of his public function or occupa- 
tion, shall be punished with tm- 
prisonment for a term of not less 
than six months, nor more than five 
years, and a fine of not more than 
three thousand dollars may alsa be 
imposed.” . - ; 

; Disbarment Asked 

“According to Article 4, Para- 
graph 1, of the ordinance govern- 
ing Iawyers, the accused has dis- 
qualified himself to be a legal 
practitioner. ‘On the above grounds 
the complainant requests the court 
to mete out the severest possible 
punishment. 

“The complainant also requests 
the court to disbar the accused 
from his professional practice in 
‘accordance with the above-named 
provision of the ordinance govern- 
ing lawyers. Inasmuch a3 a pro- 
curatorate haa not been established 
in this honourable court, the com- 
plainant humbly requests the court 
to take the matter of disbarment 
into its own hands. Along with a 
criminal sentence, the complainant 
respectfully réquests the court to 
order tho accused to relmburge the 
complainant for the misappropriated 
sum of money, namely $1,000.”—

MOTOR FATALITY 


Revenue “Officer Not 
to' Blame 


WOMAN'S DEATH 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. R. E. 
Lindsell ‘and a Coroner's jury held 
an inquiry, at the Central Magis- 
tracy, into the circumstances at- 
tending the death of a Chinese 
woman named Chang Tal who died 
at the Government Civil Hospital 
on March 15 from injurics received 
through .being knocked down by 8 
motor - cycle driven by R. 0. G. 
Merriman. 

According to R. O. Merriman, 
the accident occurred at about 1 
p.m, in Connaught Road West. He 
was then returning to his office 
from tho B.A.T. Godown. When 
he noticed the woman she was in’ 
the middle of the road and accord- 
ingly reduced the speed of his cycle 
to .12 or 14 miles per hour, The 
woman stood in the rond and ap- 
peared to be watching him os he 
approached, Had she remained’ 
where she was he could have passed 
some two or three yards from her. 
At the last moment, however, she 
made a dart in front of the cycle 
toward the pavement. It was impos- 
alble then to avoid knocking her 
down. 

Dr. G. H. Thomas of the Govern- 

; ment Civil Hospital, deposed, that 
the woman died from a fracture of 
the skull after which evidence from 
eye-witnesses was heard. The jury 
returned o verdict of “Acctdental 
Death,” attaching no blame to R, O. 
Merriman for the accident. 


DRIVER SUMMONED 


Colonel Robertson as 
Complainant _ 


At the Kowloon Magistracy yester- 
day afternoon, Mr. Huggett, jun., was 
summoned before Mr. T. S. Whyte- 
Smith, at the inatance of Colonel T. A. 
Robertson, far alleged negligent driving 
in Hankow Road. 
he defendant’s father told the 
Magistrate that his son did not know 
what he was accused of as he was not 
stopped at the time the alleged offence 
was committed, and the summons was 
not served on him until March 14, 
which was three weeks after the occur- 
rence, . 

His Worship accepted this claim that 
insufficlent notice of proaccution had 
been given, whereupon Col. Robertson 
agreed to the summons - belng with- 
drawn, and defendant was accordingly 
discharged.

FILIPINOS ATTACK 
AMERICANS 


VISITORS BEATEN IN 
“CARARET

NO HELP FROM POLICE 

Filipino and Chinese gangsters 
early on the morning of March 18, 
set upon and badly beat two Amerl- 
can visitors in Shanghai. The at- 
tack on the Americans, both of 
whom are atrangers and who 
were out seeing the town, took place 
in a cabaret . off North Szechuen 
Road, and was carefully planned by 
the gangsters, says the Shanghai 
Times. ; 

The attack was. witnessed by 
Chapel police, who stood by and 
made no attempt to interfere. 
Both of the visitors were so badly 
beaten that they had to undergo 
medical treatment. After the bat- 
tle one of them managed to make 
his way tothe Settlement, which 
was not far distant from the 
Jukong Road cabaret where the at- 
tack took place and located a for- 
cign police constable. 

The latter explained to the man 
that the cabaret in question was 
outside the limits of the Settlement 
and that he was powerlesa to ald 
them. 

Both of the victims are business 
men from Siam and are well known 
in business circles there. They at- 
tended a ball on Monday night and 
after the ball went sightseeing in 
a hired car. 
sulted they were taken by the 


chauffeur to’ the Jukong Road

They went inside and found the 
place filled with a motley crowd, 
chiefly Filipinos and Chinese of the 
“sheik” type, with well-oiled hair 
and wide:bottom trousers. 

Remarks anent Americans were 
made by some of the Filipinos, and 
were resented by the pair. Words 
were exchanged and finally three 
of the Fillpinos rose and left the 
place. The Americans thought the 
matter was over and diemissed 
thoughts of it.

Chinese around him. 

Both of the visitors had a con- 
siderable sum of money.on thelr 
persons, but no’ attempt to rob 
them was made. The, belfef was 
expressed that the recent agitation 
against Americans in Manila may 
have had something to do with the

ANTI-PIRACY\ MOVES 


Military Guards on 
Steamers . 


The annual report of the Gen- 


‘Teral Chamber of Commerce states: 


Following the piracy of the s.a. 
Anking in September, 1928, in 
which the Chief Officer and Chief 
Engineer’ were murdered and up- 
ards of $80,000 worth of property 
was taken from the passengers, the 
Chamber joined the China Associa- 
tion in Hong Kong and Shanghai 
and the China Coast Offers’ Guild 
in representations through the 
China Association, London, urging 
that representations be made 
to the Forelgn Office con- 
cerning the urgent neces- 
sity for stronger measures for 
the prevention of piracy and the 
protection of British lives and trade, 
It was gratifying to learn, a few 
hours later, that the War Office, 
London, had authorised the use of a 
number of men from the local gar- 
rison in each port—Hong Kong, 
Singapore and Shanghal—to act as 
anti-piracy, guards on steamers. 

In April, 1929, recommendations 
were made and approved by His 
Majesty's Government -and the 
Shipping Companies were informed 
tha? the supply of naval and mili- 
tary guards in British merchant 
vessels on the China Coast would 
cease on April 1, 1980, and that 
after that dat@ shipowners would 
have to re-assume full responsibility 


for the internal protection of their, 


ahips. 


- The interested Companies .— the, 


Canadian Pacific Railways, Messrs. 
Butterfield and Swire representing 
the China Navigation Co., Jardine, 


Matheson and Co., Ltd., represent- 


ing the Indo-China Steam Naviga- 
tion Co., Mackinnon, Mackenzie and 
Co., representing the British-[ndia 
Steam Navigation Co., and Douglas 
Lapralk and Co., representing the 
Douglas Steamship Co., Ltd..—made 
earnest and repeated representations 
during the ensuing months to the 
Naval and Military Authorities, and 
through them’ to His Majesty's 
Government for the continuance of 
naval or’ military guards stating 
that all possible avenues for obtain- 
Ing guards of various nationalities 


-[ had been thoroughly discussed, but 


that properly trained and disciplin- 
ed guards under naval or military 
control afforded the only sure safe- 
guard against piratical attack. 
That this system of protection had 
proved an unqualified success was 
manifest by the immunity from 
piracy experienced on all ships so 
provided. In the interests of life 
and property and British trade the 
Companies most earnestly requested 
His Majesty’s Government to recon- 
sider ita decision to withdraw the 
invaluable and essential assistance 
being rendered. The Shipping Com- 
panies’ considered opinion was that 
the termination of the present 
effective deterrent to ‘piracy, with- 
out replacement by adequate sub- 
stitution, would but lead to a recur- 
rence’ of the deplorable state of 
affairs on the China Coast prior to 
the inauguration of the system now 
in vogue. 

Notwithstanding all appeals, His 
Majesty’s Government advised in 
January 1980, that they adhered to 
their decision to withdraw the 
guards on April 1, and the sugges- 
tion was put forward that the 
Shipping Companies should employ 
Indian guards suppHed from the 
Hong Kong Police Department. The 
Shipping Companies maintained, 
however, that this would only be a 
return: to the unsatisfactory condt- 
tions which existed under the Hong 
Kong Plracy Regutations of 1914 
when many of the Indians provided 
were found to be lacking’in dis- 
cipline and . efficiency, Experience 
has shown that military discipline 
is essential to efficiency and the

Regulations for Local 
Waters 


“the annual report of the General 
Chamber of Commerce states: 

Substantial advance has -been 
made ‘during the year with tho 
difficult question of modifying to the 
conditions ‘of local shipping tho 
Board of Trade Regulations for the 
Construction and Survey of Pas- 
senger Steamships and for. the 
Survey of ‘La&e Saving Applances. 
The Government proposal is to apply 
to Class II ships, Le. those holding 
the Hang “fon: ng coastal passenger 
certificate, tla“survey requirements 
prescribed by, the Board of Trade 
for “Home trade limits” passenger 
ships of the “mixed type,” but aub- 
ject to the proviso that the Hong 
Kong regutations still apply as to 
the carrying of deck passengers and 
the life-saving »-appliances for the 
game, within the coastal limits. 

Many intricate problems are in: 
volved in these proposals, and in 
February, 1929, the General Com-

Paintings, for tha native Hfe: and 
I think I will’do all my paintings in 
China,” sald Miss Elizabeth Keith, 
the distinguished artist In an inter- 
view with a China Mail reporter, 
who visited her exhibition of plc- 
tures at the former premises of the 
Industrial Bank of China in Chater 
Road. ; 

The pictures, which comprise 
mostly colour prints, are ex- 
ceptionally beautiful, and takes one 
for an extensive tour of the acenery 
of the Far East, from Malacca and 
Bangkok to China and Japan, 

Miss Keith, in conversation with 
our representative, said that most 
of her sketching was executed in her 
tours of the Far East, and referring 
to one exquisite colour print of 
Hong Kong by night, which she did 
alx years ago, and which was 
exhibited at Home the artist ex- 
plained that the people there who 
went to see the picture said “Is 
Hong Kong really so. beautiful: we 
had no idea at all!” : 

. Outstanding Print 

An outstanding colour print is 
that’ of Kamakura Daibutau, in 
Japan. In relation . to this Miss 
Keith said that Japan was a land of 
beauty, and that the Daibutsy did 
not atrike her at firat as anything 
of splendour, but [t simply grew on 
her like the Grand Canyon does.

, Colour Printing 

Colour printing is a most peculiar 
Process and Miss Keith kindly ex- 
plained it to the China Mail 
reporter. She sald that first of all 
the sketch is made, and completed. 
Then It-is traced with a very fine 
piece of tracing paper, and then 
-transferred to the wooden‘ key 
beard, made to whatever size you 
like. The picture is then carefully 
carved out lire by ine, and the next 
procedure is to make a black print 
copy of it, - But this doea not com- 
plete it for with this key one has 
then to decide How many, colours’ 
and. shades of colour one‘is going to 
bring out in the pictute. ‘And 80, 
if there be ten colours thon ten 
prints have to’ be carried out and, 
the important thing is, that each 


‘| print has to be direct and flat, 


The only. main trouble with this 
procedure is that the wooden’ frame 
may contract or expand after a print, 
and, in Japan, sald the artist, she 
used cherry wood. ee

HOW TO BE HAPPY, ‘THOUGH RICH

There is nothing, over which ‘one |: 
: principle 


should be more spiritual’ than 
money! 

Naturally, having a family of my 
own, and a household to run, I 
think of moncy considerably all the 
year round, and not just at holiday- 
time, which is perhaps s good 
thing. 

Money is the symbol -of service. 
It represents the transformation of 
the value of labour into the good, 

- kind; or charming things that we 
ean do not only for ourselves, but 
* for all those in whom we are in- 
terested. Surely such ao symbol 


deserves respectful consideration? 


So much for the meaning, or part 
of the meaning, of money. 

We are oll agreed, I suppose, 
upon the desirability of possessing 
some money. Young ~ people, 
especially, I think, yearn for it, 

-and .it {a quite right that they 

should. [t represents to them the 
power to make so many of their 
dreama come true. 

And, of course, it enables them 
to fulfil their desire for experience, 
which is a natural way of develop- 
ment. Also it Jets them make 
themselves attractive and pleasing 
to look upon, and certainly the de- 
sire to please is one of the mogt 
touching and lovable qualities that 
ia inherent in youth, one that 
shquld find a' sympathetic response 

_ in every human being who has ‘not 
_forgotten what it means to be 
young. 

With so much then at stake, is 
it not rather terribYe that we have 
fallen into the habit of wishing to 
make money, and of thinking out 
quite wonderful ways of doing so, 
without learning with at least 
equal intelligence, and with an 
equal degree’ of. scientific efficiency, 
how to spend it? 

It seems to me both stupid and 
dangerous to devote so much time 
and energy as we do to teaching 
ways of. getting money, without 
supply'ng people with knowledge 
as to what to do with it. For, to 
earn money js not so dificult as to 
spend it, 

I differentiate, of course, bebwean 
spending it and wasting it. ~ 

Still greater are the risks of 
giving money to young people with- 
out even demanding that they earn 
it, and then letting them squander 
it. 

I am not particularly interested 
in what becomes of thelr money 
for its own sake, but it seems to 
me immoral! to have the means to 
be happy and not to extract the 
happiness that, ia there waiting to 
be snatched. 

How can we force money to make 
us happy? This, as I see it, is the 

‘Important question. 

I remember that when I was 17 
my father, who was Archdeacon of 
Maidstone, told me that I was to 
have an allowance, and that I waa 
to apend it as I saw fit, without 
question or instruction from any- 
body. 

I can still recall the thrill of it, 
although the allowance was only 
£20 a year. A sense of wealth and 
power almost overwhelmed me. 1 
felt suddonly that I was a grown 
woman, with private and personal 
intereats and means, but a. respon- 
sible being too, with cares on my 
shoulders. 

I atill remember how I rejoiced 
fn the little frocks’ that I used to 
make from materials bought with 

my own funds and the excitement 
and anxiety that for days preceded 
my visit to the local tailor to order 
my, winter coat and skirt. 

And I think that was a normal | 
attitude for a young girl, and thus 
I am not quite so shocked, perhaps 
as people think I should be, when | 
I see young girls of to-day spend 
rather recklessly on their clothes 
and pleasures. 

In. my own case, there was an- 
other side to my life, for my dear 
_parents were singularly unselfish 
people, and-I had learned, not from 
an exhortation :.on their part but 
just ‘from. watching them, that 


their view of money was that It | 


could never be a personal posses: 
sion, but belonged rather where it 
would do the most good. - 

Even at 17 1 saw that they would 
have remained relatively poor,had 
they had a millfon. And, of cauirse, 
T began to. ask ‘myself’ why,. cone | 
sidering that ¢ py. "kept so ‘little ‘for.

My aunt was in London at a 
time when cholera swept the city, 
a disaster which left ‘a number of 
homeless orphans. She founded an 
orphanage, which was a kind, but 
not an original idea. But—she 
was not satisfied with the idea of 
an institution, and she wanted 
something warmer and sweeter for 
the bereaved little ones. 

And ghe had an inspiration. She 
used all the influence for good that 
she possessed, and persuaded well- 
off parents to let their little girla 
make portegees of the Httle or- 
phana, 

Each Httle orphan had ai little 
protectress of about her own age, 
who would write to her regularly, 
go to see her sometimes if possible, 
and would send her presents and 
help her in every way. 

The orphans would have been 
cared for in any case, but the good 
that it did to the better-off children 
was immeasurable. ‘ iS 

In my own case, I should say 
that it waa my first Introduction to 
the power of moneyr~ I was an

I have known several girls who 
have bought so many clothes that 
they could not afford to go out and 
wear them. And that is an example 
of the tragedy of not being ta ght 
the art of spending in relation to 
purchasing, of the acience of using 
money. 

We should remember’ ‘that - our 
money will pay omnibus fares as 
well as taxicabs, and that it.ia our 
privilege to make shillings give us 
as much pleasure, sometimes, aa 
pounds. We are the masters of 
money; and we must guard against 
money mastering us. . 

The rich can be wage" slaves as 
well ag the poor, incompetent when 
it comes to finding inexpensive en- 
tertainment, and unable to take 
pleasure save at a great outlay.

RADIO “FASHIONS” ! 


Low Frequency 
Oscillation 


It is frequently a matter of 
comment that what some people are 
pleased to call “fashions” in radio 
apparatus seem to change with 
somewhat alarming rapidity. “A 
new kind of valve” they: say, “is 
placed on the market and, no sooner 
have we purchased ore - of these 
valves, than we are told that some 
other portion of our receiver is out 
date and must be replaced.” 

Now, while it is perfectly true 
! is’ developing 
and Improving so rapidly that in 
order to keep an equipment con- 
stantly up to date, frequent replace- 
ment of obsalescent components and 
occasionally complete rebuilding of 
the set is necessary, these changes 
are not dictated by the whims or 
tne rapacity of radio manufacturers. 
It must bo realised that radio is a 
new and highly scientific industry 
which has ‘developed during the most 
active portion of a highly scientific 
era. It is only naturai, therefore, 
that improvements follow each other 


| with amazing rapidity, but although 


it is always possible to effect Im- 
provements in ao receiver which, 
comparatively recently, represented 
the high water mark’ in efficiency, it 
is not essential to the enjoyment of 
broadcasting to embody every new 
invention as soon as it is announced. 
The latest and most up-to-date 
models of recalvers, speakers and 
so forth are developed primarily for 
f the new listener or 
for the established Ietener whose 
equipment has become out of date,

There are, however, some in- 
stances where the adoption of a new 
or improved product immediately 
renders necessary alteration in 
some other portion of the set. A 
case in point is the substitution of 
the new and more efficient typea of 
valves. Durlng recent years the 
efficiency of receiving valves has 
been greatly increased, a3 may be 
proved by comparing the mutual 
conductance or “factor of goodness” 
of Mullard valves with their coun- 
terparts of, say, two. years ago. 
Methods of intervalye coupling have 
also been improved with the result 
that the overall gain per stige in 
amplifiers has. becomé: very. large. 

When applying these, new - and 
more efficient valves ‘to’ a receiver 
originally designed to. ‘operate with 
the older and less effidfent valves, 
trouble is often experienced. in the 
form of howling or, that curious 
intermittent popping-that has earn- 
ed ‘for {tself the title of “motor- 
boating.” The blame: for these 
troubles should not be. laid on the 
new valves, the. fault being In 
almost every instance due to the 
fact that the new valves are being 
sed in an old, inefficient receiver.

all sugar for United Kingdom Imperial 
sugar ot £15 per ton cif. and other 
sugar at market price, and recom- 
mends that the British preference on 
Imperial sugar should be raised as soon 
an possible to four shillings cight pence 
per cwt, watts. Further, the Commis. 
sion recommends for the Mauritius 
Government o grant for at least fivo 
years equal to the difference between 
the general coat of production, estim- 
ated at £13 per ton, and an average 
selling price. 

The Government statement issued 
simultaneously declines to anticipate 
the Budget, but declares that while 
there is duty on sugar preferences will 
be maintained, and adds that the Gov- 
ernment is not prepared to Impose on 
Great Britain the burden of contribut- 
ing millions sterling annually to 
Colonial sugar industries, which would 
be the case if the, reports were acted 
upon.~-Reuter.
